JET OR SOLID STREAM 
RECOMMENDED RATHER 
THAN SPRAY OF WATER 


New Instructions, calling for a 


jot Instead of a spray In fire bomb 
fighting, were issued today by R. ! 
E. Smith, Director, Eighth Civilian ' 
Defense Region, 
including 
Now i 


Mexico, Tcxns, Oklahoma, Arkan- i 
BOB and Louisiana today. These In-1 
structlons came as a result of ex-! 
ImuBtive research by technicians of 
OCD and tho Chemical Warfare 
Service, U. S. Army, and repre- 
sent one of a number of improve- 
ments In protective methods which 
have been adopted by OCD. 


"The new advice differs tn three 


; Important points from that form- 
| crly Issued," said Mr. Smith. "Wo 
1 now recommend the use of a jet or 
solid utream of water on the bomb 
itself, rather than a spray of water; 
the value of sand for fighting in- 
cendiaries is minimized; and speed 
Is urged In attacking 
the 
bomb 


with a Jot as soon as it falls, rather 
than waiting for the thermit re- 
action to be completed, or for a 
burster charge 
to go off. This 


method has also been adopted Jn 
Britain and New Zealand. 


Experiments daunt! Change. 


"We fully appreciate tho fact that 


the public has bocn thoroughly edu-j 
cated to the xpray technique, but 
our experiments and study of re- 
cent British experience have made 
it absolutely neonfisnry to change 
our thinking in thin regard. The 
jet method is much quicker and 
more effectlvo. We now know that' 
it will save more lives and more 
property In the event of a raid. 
That Is the only sound criterion for 
judging the matter. 


"It 1ms been found that In the 


old procedure undue emphasiu was I 
placed on the danger of tho small, 
magnesium bomb and not enough 
on the danger of fire," Smith said. 


Actually, the fire it starts la 


more dangerous than the bomb" 
Director Smith said. "We found 
that the quickest and surest way 
to eliminate the bomb Is to strike 
it with a jet of water. This puts 
the bomb out of action In less than 
one minute, so that 
other 
fire 


bombs can bo attacked before they 
can start serious fires." 


New Instructions 


Reduced to essentials, the new In- 
structions follow; 


1. Bring your fire fighting equip- 
ment to the scene as soon as the 
bomb strikes. 


2. Shoot a jet of water directly 
at the homta without delay, to put 
It out of action quickly. 


3. Then use the jet, quickly, to 


quench fragments and tho remains 
of the bomb, and any fires It might 
have started. 


4. Be absolutely sure all the flr« 


is out before you leavo the scene. 


5. Use a coarse spray only where 


scattering of metal must be avoid- 
ed. 


6. Use sand only if a bomb falls 


where it is not likely to start a 
fire or if water is not available,

If the house bill were to be- 
come law," he said, "It would be 
necessary to borrow from the pub- 
lic during this fiscal year about

taxes to cut down this borrowing, 
we shall bo protecting the future 
economic soundness of our coun- 
try and our free institutions. To 
the extent that We fall, we (hall 
be endangering the survival of all 
that we are fighting to preserve." 


Compared with the house meas- 


ure, 
Morgenthau asked new Indi- 
vidual income taxes be boosted 
from $2.872,800,000 to $3,223,000,000; 
additional corporate taxes, Includ- 
ing excess profits, increased from 
$2,589,200,000 to $3,347,700,000; re- 
vised excise taxes to be raised 
from $816,800,000 to $1,253,700,000; 
changes In estate and gift taxes 
to produce $316,100,000, and remov- 
al of "loopholes" to bring in anoth- 
er $801,500,000. 


Of most importance to the gen- 
eral public, Morgenthau requested 
a scale of personal Income tax ex- 
emptions of $600 for single per 
sons, $1,200 for married persons, 
and $300 er.ch for dependents. Tho 
present law 
Is 
$7BO, $1,500 'and 


$400. and the house voted for $600, 
$1,200 and $400. 
Under Its scale of exemptions, 


the treasury estimated that 20,- 
%0,000 individuals would pay taxes 
next year, compared with 18,000,000 
under present law.

Enlisted Men-JJ81, 
Trench Silos Are 
Gaining in Favor 
In Navarro County 


Trench silos are continuing to 


gain in favor among Navarro coun- 
ty livestock men, especially dairy 
farmers, according to County Agent 
H. C. Robinson, who reports many 
new trenches being constructed and 
most of the old ones filled. 


G. H. Blanklnshlp of Potty's 


Chapel, who was one of the first 
dairy farmers In this area to make 
use of a trench silo, having first 
filled one in 1935, is now planning 
another new one. In a recent dis- 
cussion regarding his experience 
with silage Mr. Blanklnship said, 
"If we are going to build up dairy 
production in.this county we must 
have plenty of cheap home grown 
feed. Not only dry feed, but a de- 
pendable supply of green succulent 
feed to maintain production when 
pastures are dry and no temporary 
field pastures are available. Silage 
Is the only solution, and any farm- 
er who milks as many as four or 
five cows can and should have a 
trench silo; also fill and use It 
every year. 


"I have found that It cost me 


around sixty cents per 
ton 
for 


labor to harvest, chop 
and 
put 


hegarl or sweet sorghum In the silo. 
This Is no more on an acre basis 
than harvesting and 
storing ex- 


penses by ordinary methods, but it 
is worth twice as much as a dairy 
cow feed on a per acre basis. Oh, 
sure, Its a little Inconvenient to 
feed at times, but what is there 
around a dairy farm that pay* off 
that Isn't some trouble?"

Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever is 
Cause Two Deaths 


AUSTIN, July 23—(Spl.)—With 


the announcement of two deaths 
In Brazorla county, Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever has made it* 
first 
appearance in this state. 


Four cases have been reported to 
tha state health 
department 
In 


July, and Dr. George W. Cox, state 
health officer, today cautioned the 
public to beware of ticks, since 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever Is 
transmitted by tick bite. 
While 
originally found only In the Rocky 
Mountains, this disease Is now re- 
ported from a large number of 
states outside of that area, includ- 
ing some as far east as th« Atlan- 
tic coast. 


Dr. Cox stated that tha people 


whose occupations expose 
them 


constantly to tick infestation may 
partially protect 
themselves 
by 


being innoculated with a vaccine* 
which is prepared from Infeoted 
ticks. 


"An individual can avoid this 
disease by avoiding the bite 
of 


ticks," Dr. Cox said, "and the best 
way to do that, If living in an 
area where this disease has been 
noted, is to make a 
systematic 
search for ticks on thi body, es- 
pecially in the summer season." 


The tick, which is apparently 


the sole agent by which this dis- 
ease Is transmitted, usually makes 
its appearance with the onset of 
warm weather and should be con- 
sidered as a health hazard until 
after the middle of summer. 


Dr. 
Cox 
advised that ticks 


should be removed without touch- 
Ing them with the fingers since 
infections have been acquired In 
this way by removing the insect 
from dogs or other animals.
